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INTRODUCTION 


Twenty-two months after it was funded originally by the Illinois Humanities 
Council, the Chicago American Indian Oral History Project completed its pilot 
phase. The extensions allowed by the Program Staff of the IHC, enabled the 
part-time workers of the project to complete the necessary tasks, making 
editorial work possible. The manuscript, "Native Voices in the City: The 
Chicago American Indian Oral History Project," was the result of the efforts of 
Donald L. Fixico and Lucille St. Germaine, who selected information from the 
interview transcripts, and the Advisory Committee of the Project is currently 
considering decisions about publication. 

An important aspect to the preparation of transcripts from tape, is the 
organization of the materials in such a way that the information can be used by 
others interested in the content of the interviews. The Project was committed 
to creating a basic finding aid, for use by the two repositories for the project 
materials. Native American Educational Services College Library and Department 
of Special Collections, The Newberry Library. The format for this aid follows 
the index and descriptions of the publication, Index to the American Indian 
Research Project , Suzanne Julin, Judy Zabdyr, Herbert T. Hoover, and Gerald W. 
Wolff, eds., 1979, South Dakota Oral History Center, Pierre and Vermillion. 

A total of twenty-three interviews were completed in the pilot phase of the 

Chicago American Indian Oral History Project. The individuals selected for the 

initial interviews were chosen through the direction of the Advisory Committee 

and the co-directors. The primary goal was to interview elders, the oldest and 

most knowledgable of the Chicago Indian community. Admist the training, 

interviewers wished to conduct their first sessions with people they knew, and 

consequently, the first interviewees were chosen based on the network of 

friendships with the interviewers. The list of people suggested by persons 

interested in the project from across the community, was at least three times 

larger than could be done with the resources of the IHC grant. Many more 
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persons need to be interviewed for a basic record to be fully completed. The 
Advisory Committee is the first to recognize that the sample of the initial 
twenty-three interviewees is only minimally representative of the community 
experience. Many segments of community experience are not represented, and many 
of the individual responses made to urban life are also not present. The first 
interviews are a preface to the work needed to be accomplished, and the Advisory 
Committee and the McNickle Center hope to pursue additional funding for this 
important historical information collection. 

This finding aid represents the work of Dorene Weise, Co-director for the 
Project, Dee Logan, the Tape Processor for the project, who did much of the 
indexing work; Rose Summers, Administrative Assistant of the McNickle Center, 
who helped with the production and proofreading; and the Word Processing 
Department of the Newberry Library, for production of the text. The secretaries 
of Institute for Native American Development, Truman College assisted in 
providing the working drafts. 

The proceeds for the sale of this index will be contributed to the Project 
and used for the support of the efforts to secure additional funding for 
continuation of oral history collection in the Chicago Indian community.
